Rondiman Trimble Very Emphatic la De- 
fense ol His Priend. 

In your issue of the 9th lust, you 
publish the report of W. H. Gardner, 
state examiner and inspector, purporting 
to show a statement of the account of G. 
II. Swango, register of the land office, 
with the commonwealth of Kentucky, 
mid that he is a defaulter to the extent 
of 1950 7 1, which report ia accompanied 
with a photograph of Swango, *o that (as 
I suppose) he might be readily recognized 
by strangers and public officers, and ar- 
rested in the event that he should under- 
take to make his escape from the state 
or llee from justice. 

This report does Judge Swango great 
injustice, as it was made and published 
end bis books examined during his tem- 
porary absence while engaged in remov- 
ing his family and household chattels to 
his ..bl home at Hazel Oreen, in Wolfe 
county, and Mr. Gardner, as well a. 
Gov. Brown, we«« both informed that 
Su angn would Ik- itr Frankfort at the in- 
auguration on Tuesday., the 10th, and 
the governor was also assured that every 
dollar claimed should be paid by 10 
o'clock on Monday morning, the day it 
was paid, and on the name day the report 
was published. I am one of the sureties 
on Judge Swango's official bond, and was 
not informed of the alleged shortage in 
his accounts until late Sunday evening 
last, and when so informed I immediately 
gave my check to cover the amount with- 
out the solicitation of Judge Swango, 
knowing that he would return it to me 
when demanded, and had it been for the 
full amount of all the funds lie had re- 
ceived during the whole of his adminis- 
tration, it would have been promptly 
paid without n law suit. It was not pos- 
sible for the state to lose a dollar, as 
Judge Swango is responsible and a man 
of property, and his bondsmen are worth 
more than fifty times the amountclaimed.

His ship Is 
the Loma Boone, a six hundred-ten 
steamer, which besides machinery and 
agricultural impleineuta, will carry 
canned fruits, Hsh and preserves, and 
seven hundred barrels of Aberdeen 
herrings, for which very high prices 
were paid on tho last voyage. 

—If it Is In doing things commonly 
done by men heretofore that tho 
"new" women i et their title, there is 
a woman in Bowerbank, Me., who 
might put In a claim, though she Is of 
an old-fashioned sort. She. han worked 
a good-sized farm during all of this 
year entirely by herself; caring for the 
cattle, cutting and storing the bay, 
harvesting the crops and haulinc the 
produce to market with a yoke of oxen. 

— In the Bangor, Me., municipal court 
a woman was put on trial for thump* 
ing her husband very severely on the 
head the day before.

—A political situation that is prob- 
ably unique developed lu the little 
town of Acree. near Albany, Ky. It 
was the annual election of municipal 
officers, and there were forty-two 
voters on the list. When the balloting 
took place it was found that only one 
of the forty-two voters was properly 
registered. That one was the candi- 
date for mayor. He cast the only bal- 
lot at the election and duly elected 
himself and a board of aldermen. 

—Dr. Schott does not think that tho 
maximum height of tho waves is very 
great. Some observers have estimated 
it nt thirty or forty feet in a wind of 
the force represented by eleven on the 
Beaufort scale (the highest number of 
which is twelve); and Br. Schotfa 
maximum is just thirty-two feet, lie 
believes that In great tempests waves 
of more than sixty foot are rare, and 
that oven those of fifty feet are excep- 
tional.

—Further trials have been made with 
the Russian torpedo boat destroyer 
Sokol. Under natural draught, with 
the stoke holes open, she made SO. a 
knots; with what la called natural 
draught in British official trials, a half 
Inch air nrcssure, enough to keep the 
air pans moving, she made 28. 7 knots. 
In the recentofllcial speed trial, which 
rosulted in a speed of 20« knots, tho 
steam pressure was only 100 pounds, 
while her boilers are designed for 200 
pounds pressure. She made then 
knots with the tide.
